Fire District Raises Complement io 60 
Men, Takes Other Steps fo Raise Rating 


Moving «forward ia their ef- ) 
forts to improve the Menlo Park 
Fire District’s rating, the dis- 
trict’s board of commissioners 
Monday night: 

1. Raised .the district’s comple- 
ment from 54 to 60 men for the 
remainder of the current fiscal 
year; 

2. Ordered the construction or 
purchase of hydrant pressure test-| 
ing equipment for the district; 

3. Called for a minor raise in 
pay for firemen and authorized 
the advertisement in “help want- 
ed’ columns of newspapers, for ap- 
plicants for service with the dis- 
trict; 

4, Authorized Fite District Chief 
Thomas F. Cuff to call for bids for 
a new vumping engine for the dis- 
trict. 

FIRE RESPONSE 

Chief Cuff also reported that} 
the district now responds to ail 
fires with at least two engine com- 
panies, or their equivalent. 

Of the new men, two will be as- 
signed, to headquarters station at 
1077 Merrill street, two will be 
assigned at station 6, Oak Grove 
avenué and Hoover street and iwo 
will be assigned at station 4, Ala- 
meda de las Pulgas and Valpar- 
aiso avenue. 

Recommendations of the Board 
of Fire Underwriters of the Paci- 
fic, which recently surveyed the 
district, call for an ultimate com- 
plement of 68 men for the district. 
However, trustees, viewing their} 
budget, agreed to hire only six 
more men at this time.

IT’S THE AVERAGE 


The average single-family 
residence buiit in Menlo Park 
during 1953 had a valuation of 


$13,754, 1gures released by 
Building Inspector James D. 
Steiger revealed this week. 

The figure is the valuation as- 
signed the building when a per- 
mit was issued for its construc- 
tion; actual cost to the buyer 
may have been higher, and cost 
of the fot on which it was situ- 
ated is not figured in. 

There were 181 single-family 
residences built last year as 
compared wtih 237 in 1952, 
Steiger’s figures indicated. But 
total number of dwelling units 
built was roughly the same, 
with permits issued for 213 
apartment-house units in 1953 
as compared with 119 authoriz- 
ed the previous year. 

Steiger said that building lots 
were being used up at about 
equal rates in all parts of the 
city; he declined to guess 
whether the “average home” 
was built in eastern or western 
parts of Menlo Park.

Friday Brings Violent Deaths to 


Woman Dies in Fire, 


Funeral services were held ear- 
ly this week for two persons who 
met with violent deaths here early 
Friday. The two were Mrs. Reva 
Stanich. 45-year-old Sequoia hospi- 
tal nurse who was found dead in 
her fire-consumed apartment and 
Seraphine Garcia, also 45, who 
died when he apparently fell or 
jumped from a Southern Pacific 
commute train here. 

The tragic fire which took 
Mrs. Stanich’s life could have 
resulted in other tragedies, al- 
so. Only the prompt action of | 

Menlo Park Police Officer El- 

ton V. Harper, who dis scovered 

the blaze, prevented possible 
spread of the flames to other 
dwellings of the apartment 
house at which the woman lived | 
at 1128 Willow road. 

Officer Harper himself lead) 
about 25 occupants of the building 
to safety, as firemen arrived to 
deal with the blaze. 

The fire at Mrs. Stanich’s apart- 
ment was discovered by Officer 
Harper at 2:20 a. m., as he was 
making a routine patrol. By that 
time it had advanced to a point 
where it was licking through the 
floor of the apartment and into a 
garage below. 

FOUND IN BEDROOM 

Mrs. Stanich’ body was later 
found in a bedroom, in which she 
had apparently been trapped when 


the fire started in the building’s 
living room. 


Mrs. Stanich, < apparently realiz- 
ing she was trapped in the second- 
floor bed chamber, stuffed a floor 
mat against the bottom of the door 
Jeading into the living room in an 
effort to prevent suffocation. 

Her body was not burned; 
firemen theorized that she died 
either as the result of intense 
heat or lack of air. 

Exact cause of death was being 
determined this week by coron- 
er’s officers.

The pickets keep walking outside our door. 

On our side of the wall, we intend to continue going about 
our business. 

The management of the MENLO Park RECORDER is defending 
only one principle: That working men shall have a right to 
choose their own working conditions. So long as San Mateo 
Typographical Union Local 624 opposes us on this principle, the 
basic idea that gave birth to unions, we shall oppose the San 
Mateo Typographical Union. 


The production department employees in the Recorper! 


plant have indicated they do not wish to join the union and do 
not wish to work under union contract. The union demands that 
the management sign a union-shop contract anyway. 

At any time that our employees so desire, we shall be happy 
to do so, but not before. 

The issue is simple and clearcut. Either we defend principles 
of freedom and individual dignity—under which the unions them- 
selves have flourished—or we succumb to coercion and buy pro- 
tection from bullying and harrassment at the expense of those 
things which this nation—and the union itself—is built upon. 

The International Typographical Union, of which Local 624 
is a part, is one of the oldest and proudest labor organizations 
in the world. It is 102 years old. Its members always have been 
proud of their part in one of the most honest and law-abiding 
unions. as well as one of the most effective, ever formed. 

Throughout its history it has avoided strikes and violence 
and has justified its integrity and its reasonable approach to dis- 
putes with one of the highest standards of living in all of industry. 

In 1853 a policy was adopted, and has been consistently 
maintained, “That the National Union regards as injudicious a 
frequent resort to strikes.” 

Local 624 calls its present picket line a “strike,” despite the 
fact that the employees and management of the Recorper have 
no dispute. But by their own definition, we believe the present 
attempt to coerce fellow workers is inimical to the century-old 
tradition of the LT.U. and to the beliefs and principles of its 
membership. 

We thank the many friends who so generously have offered 
us their moral—and physical—support in our effort to stand by 
that which we believe to be right. 

We do not intend to let you down.

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Your C ity’s Business: 
Parking 
Needs 
Action 


By CHARLES P. BURGESS 


The directors of the Menlo Park 
Chamber of Commerce have adopt- 
ed a resolution calling for more 
off-street parking in the downtown 
business: district, particularly on 
the south side of Santa Cruz ave- 
nue, urging the city council to in- 
stitute necessary steps to acquire 
such parking, and further urging 
proponents of more parking to 
present a plan to the council. The 
Chamber offers the services of its 
members to assist in the program. 

The Chamber’s statement that 
such a program “is of the utmost 
importance to the continuing 
prosperity of Menlo Park” can- 
not be denied so far as the down- 

town business section is con- 
cerned, nor can it be denied 
that it is of considerable import- 
ance to the city as a whole. 

The values built up in the cen- 
tral business district provide sub-| 
stantial tax support for the serv-| 
ices rendered city residents by 
school, fire, sanitary, and other 
districts as well as by the city gov- 
ernment itself. The building and 
maintenance of these values is a 
matter of public concern. 

The breaking of ground for 
the Stanford shopping center in 
a few months is an event that 
will have substantial repercus- 
sions on commercial develop- 
ments throughout our area. 

No one can say just what effect 
the Stanford development will 
have upon Santa Cruz avenue. 
More shoppers will be brought in- 
to the area, but it is doubtful that 
our business district is close en- 
ough to Stanford’s to benefit. How- 
ever, the Stanford shopping cen- 
ter will be patronized to some de- 
gree by almost all of the persons 
who shop now in Menlo Park. 

The very minimum we must 
do to hold our position, to say 
nothing of developing it further, 
is provide adequate, free and 
convenient parking. 

We cannot hope to develon a 
business district along lines that 
are now obsolete in competition 
with one that not only will embo- 
dy the latest in design and parking 
convenience, but will have as a 
nucleus The Emporium, I. Magnin 
and a Roos Bros. store with seven 
times the space at the present Pa- 
lo Alto location. 

The city council agrees with 
the Chamber that the early pro- 
vision of parking space on the 
south side of Santa Cruz avenue 
is most essential. 

The council recognizes that some 
two-thirds of the apartment-zoned 
Jand between Santa Cruz and Men- 
lo avenues should go into parking 
on the basis of modern minimum 
standards, and recently approved 
a policy statement to that effect. 

But prior thereto, when the mas- 
ter plan came before the city coun- 
cil, the central business district 
plan was dropped because the pre- 
lines drawn appeared to 
cause hardship in numerous indi- 
vidual. cases. 

The council has tossed the pro- 
blem back to the individual pro- 
perty owners, giving them the for- 
mula for the solution, but asking 
them to determine where the lines 
should be drawn. Already a con- 
forming plan for a small portion 
of the area is before the council 
for approval. 

But time is running out as the 
severe competition from Stanford 
comes nearer. It is up to the pro- 
verty owners to work out a plan 
in the early future for their own 
good and that of the city. 


Council Okays

Permission to construct an addi- 
tion to an existing—but non-con- 
forming—medical office building 
at 1010 Noel drive was granted this 
week by the city council on re- 
commendation of the planning 
commission. 

Action on the matter was held 
over from the previous meeting, 
at which only three councilmen 
were present, to make possible 
the four-fifths vote of the council 
necessary under law.

25 Years Ago: 


Traffic Problem 
Plagued Police 
Even in 1928 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 years 
ago this week, the following 
items were news in the young 
community: 

HEAVY TRAFFIC 

The Recorder of Jan. 11, 1929, 
indicates’ that, despite the rapid 
increase in auto registration cf 
the last two decades, traffic acci- 
dents were a problem to police 
then as now. 

The annual report of Police 
Chief Thomas Furman covering 
the year 1928, shows that there 
were 47 accidents investigated in 
that year, and that 11 injured per- 
sons were taken to hospitals. 

(In 1953, Chief George Potter 
reported in last week’s issue, there 
were 197 accidents in the city—a 
much larger city it is, too—with 
43 mishaps involving ‘injury.) 


RECALL DENIED 


The same issue relates that the 
recall petition aimed at ousting 
Councilmen Alfred E. Blake and 
Alexander Walker was thrown out 
by the city council with a 4to-1 
vote.

With a group of residents whose 
property adjoins Hiilview school 
present, Menlo Park School Dis- 
trict trustees Monday night offi- 
cially viewed plans for the. propos- 
ed city-school district playground 
there and, without criticism, sent 
them back to the city recreation 
commission.

Also discussed was whether or 
not the school district’s “liabili- 
ty” would grow, if the playground 
proves to be used by more children 
than now. Trustees directed Super- 
intendent Mel Homfeld to get a 
qualified opinion on the subject. 

The plans were submitted by 
John Boucher, landscape architect 
retained by the city. 

HEAR REPORT 

The trustees, meanwhile, agreed 
with a report from District Super- 
intendent Mel Homfeld, in which 
he stated that the school district 
cannot divide its supervisorial au- 
thority over the playground with! 
the city, since the school district 
owns the land. The city, however, 
will develop it and provide after- 
school recreational supervision. 

The report also reiterates that 
the whole purpose of the joint de- 
velopment is to save the taxparers 
money.

ORDINANCE No. 239 
An Ordinance of the City of Men- 
lo Park Amending Ordinance 

No. 122 of Said City and Repeal- 

ing All Ordinances in Conflict 

Herewith. 

The City Council of the City of 
Menlo Park does ordain as fol- 
lows: 

SECTION 1. 

Ordinance No. 122 of the City 
of Menlo Park, passed and adopt- 
ed by said City Council on the 
18th day of July, 1944, and known 
as “Menlo Park Bicycle Ordi- 
nance,” is hereby amended to de- 
lete from said Ordinance Section 
10 thereof, and in lieu thereof to 
insert therein a new Section 10, 
reading as follows: 

“SECTION 10. 

Every person riding or oper- 
ating a bicycle on any public 
street, alley or public place in 
the City shall keep to the ex- 
treme right of the traffic lane 
and it shall be unlawful. for 
two or more bicycles to travel 
abreast. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to ride or operate a 
bicycle on any sidewalk within 
any business or commercial dis- 
tricts and zones “within said 
City.” 

SECTION 2. 

All ordinances, and parts of 
ordinances, in conflict herewith, 
are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 3. 

This Ordinance shall be pub- 
lished once in the Menlo Park 
Recorder, a newspaper printed, 
published and circulated within 
the City of Menlo Park, and shall 
take effect thirty (30) days after 
its passage and adoption.
